The Post-Office Authorities Think That 


They Have the Originators. of the 
Scheme and Caught Them Before the 
Government Had Lost a Great Sum— 

Inspector Johnson Interviewed. 


Postmaster Samuel T. Baker of Shrews- 
Dury, Mo., who is charged jointly with OC. H. 


Mekeel and H. L. Scott with the 
alleged fraud in cancelling Columbian 
postage stamps of large denominations, 


Waived preliminary examination before 
United States Commissioner Crawford this 
morning and was held to the May term of the 
United Statss Circuit Court in $500 bonds. In 
the meantime the Grand-jury will probably 
be asked to indict him. 

Baker was arrested at his office yesterday 
Dy Post-office Inspector Joe P. Johnson. It 

derstood that important admissions 

ave been obtained from him. He was 

allowed to remain at a hotel all 

might under custody. His bond was fur- 

nished by a Mrs. Tillie Eckert, who swore to 

the ownership of $2,000 worth of unincum- 
bered property. 

BAKER IS SCARED. 

Baker is an uncouth looking fellow, simple 
and countrified in appearance and witha 
week’s growth of beard on his chin. He 
is thoroughly frightened at the post- 
tion he finds himself in. A reporter 
tried to question him about the matter this 


morning. but the only reply Baker vouch- 


sa fed to all queries was that he ‘‘wasn’t 
goin’ to make no statement tono newspaper 
whatsoever.’’ 

Mekeel has not been arrested and it is 
understood that the authorities will awalt 
his return from New York. It is understood 
that he wijl make no attempt to avoid arrest. 

The warrant against Baker charges that 
n or about the 10th day of November, 1893, 
one Samuel T, Baker unlawfully, feloniously 
and knowingly, and with intent to defraud, 
did violate Section 5501 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States by being then

Hawallan Provisionals Jubilant—The 
Royalists Cast Dewn. 


San Francisco, Oal., March 15.—The 
steamer Mariposa arrived to-day from Hono- 
lulu, She brought the following accounts of 
events transpiring in Hawaii: 

Hoxoruru, March 8.—A ruiſ,⸗wwf was afloat 
Sunday night tothe effectthat martial law 
wasto be declared on Monday, butas yet 
nothing has comeof it. The Marshal was 


seen and denied the rumor, but nevertheless 
it is believed that there was some truth in it, 
and that the Government had such an inten- 


tion. 

It is known that some fears were felt by 

the Government that, if news ofa nature 
unfavorable to the ex-Queen’s cause should 
arrive, the royalists would make à last des- 
perate attempt to restore the Queen. For 
this reason the plan of declaring martial law 
was proposed, and the Government was 
ready to take steps to prevent trouble. A 
prominent Government official said as much 
to the correspondent, adding that it was 
only at the last moment that the idea was 
abandoned. 
m@ News of the report of the United States Sen- 
ate Committee was received with great dem- 
onstrations of joy by the annexation party. 
They claim that itis the precursor of annex- 
ation, and the more sanguine announce that 
this will de obtained during the VUleveland 
administration. The news seemed to affect 
royalists more seriously than any they have 
yet received. The Bulletin, the ex-Queen’s 
organ, is bitterly severe upon the action, 
News condemnatory of Stevens’ action was 
confidently expected and the report was a 
great disappointment.

Mary A. Kingsland Asks $10,000 Dam- 
ages From Morgan Williams. 


Macon, Mo., March 15.—A sensational slan- 
der sult was filed in the Macon Circuit Court 
this morning. Mary A. Kingsland, a married 
woman, is the landlady of a hotel in New 
Cambria, this (Maconycounty. She has been 
married six years and her husband lives with 
her. The hotel building is owned by Morgan 
Williams, a prominent citizen of La Plata, 
this county. 

Mrs. Kingsland charges in her petition that 
during last summer Willlams was in New 
Cambria and stated on the streets there that 
she was guilty of criminal tntimacy with 
himself while he was stopping at the New 
Cambria Hotel. 

Willlams owns considerable property, and 
some of his friends suggest to the Post- 
DIsPATCH correspondent that the sult is a 
black mailing scheme. 

Mrs. Kingsland asks judgment for $10,000 
damages against the defendant.

BANKER LITTLE ON TRIAL. 


Dr. Van Crossen and Others Testity as to 
the Killing of Johnson. 


OvaTue, Kan., March 15.—A jury having 
been procured after much difficulty for the 
case of the State against Banker Little for 
killing Lawyer Edward Johnson in Kansas 
City, Kan., last July, the proceedings of the 
trial have commenced, and the testimony of 
several principal witnesses for the State 
were taken this forenoon. 

Dr. Van Crossen was the first witness 
called. He testified to having been fn the 
company of Johnson when he was Killed, and 
that Little approached them on the street 
and with the remark, addressed to the de- 
ceased, ‘‘—— you, you have nounded me 
long enough,’’ quickly drew a revolver and 
shot Johnson down. 

Three other eye witnesses to the Killing 

testiNed substantially as did Dr. Van Cros- 
sen. 
It was stated to the PostT-DISPATCH Corre- 
spondent that four days will be required to 
take the testimony of the State witnesecs, 
while a week or more will be required to ac- 
commodate the witnesses for the defense.

Miss Pollard’s Lawyers Forge a 
Strong Chain of Evidence. 


A Lentueky Colored Woman's Damag- 
ing Story About Breckinridge. 


HE URGED HER TO BE SILENT ABOUT 
WHAT SHE HAD SEEN. 


Ten Years Ago Defendant Brought the 
Plaintiff to the House of Witness in 
Lexington—Since Then They Had Met 
There Many Times—Spectators Crowd 
the Court to Hear the Defense Open. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—When 
the Pollard-Breckinridgejtrial closed last 
night, the impression prevailed that the 
prosecution would rest their case to-day and 
the defense outline its plans, and 
place Col. Breckinridge on the witness 
stand. In consequence of this impression, the 
courtroom was crowded when Judge Bradley 
took hisseatonthe bench, fhe story which 
the public expects the gray-haired defend- 
ant to relate they think will be highly sensa- 
tional. He is expected to tell all about the 
bad side of the life of the plaintiff since she 
came into his life, andwhyhe refused to 
redeem his promise tomarry her. He will 
also, perhaps, relate his secret marriage to 
Mrs. Loulsa Wing in New York, and the rea- 
son for the same, which of itself should form 
one of the most interesting phases of this re- 
markable scandal case. Breckinridge pub- 
licly married the lady who is now his wife in 
Kentucky last July. The promise, according 
to Mrs. Blackburn’s testimony, to marry Miss 
Pollard was made March 31. 

Damaging testimony to Breckinridge was 
given to-day by a colored woman of Lexing- 
ton, who, after telling of fifty or more meet- 
ings in a private room of her house between 
Miss Pollard and the defendant, she poured 
hot coals on the Kentucky Congressman’s 
head by stating that after this suit had been 
filed he dalled upon her and urged her not to 
appear as a witness in the case, which she 
met with the statement that that if called to 
court she would tell the truth. 

A WELL-INFORMED COLORED WITNESS. 

When court opened a light mulatto woman, 
dressed in mourning, occupied a seat next to 
Miss Pollard’s lawyers and looked curiously 


at Col. Breckinridge and Miss Pol- 
lard as they entered the court-room. She 
was the first witness called to the stand, 
and her examination was conducted by 
Mr. Farrell, the young ington attorney, 
who assistea Messrs. Carlisle and Johnson in 
taking depositions in Kentucky. 

According to the woman’s story she had 
been born a slave in Alabama forty-six years 
before, had lived in Lexington ‘‘sence and 
durin’ the wah,’’ for twenty-five or twenty- 
six years, a sliaht discrepancy in the matter 
of time. Sarah Goss, for she was the woman 
over whose deposition there was trouble in 
Kentucky, had ‘*Knowed Curnel Brecken- 
e since I was a little giri.’’ 

When Mr. Farrell asked if Mr. Breckinridge 
had ever visited her house accompanied by 
any person, Attorney Shelby: objected that 
the question should connect Col. Breckin- 
ridge’s companion with the platntiff, a point 
which Judge Bradley said was well taken. 

Do you know Miss Pollard?’’ inquired the 
attorney. 

„1 do. se 

Do you see her here?“ 

Rising, the colored woman pointed out the 
plaintiff in black, and resumed her seat. 
Ten years ago, she continued, ‘*Col. 
Breckinridge had begun to visit her house on 
Broad street in Lexington with 
Miss Pollard. Before the first visit 
he had called on Thursday in the summer 
time to ask that Miss Pollard be kept there 
from Friday to Monday, a request which was 
at frst refused, because the witness had no 
room, but was finally agreed upon. Friday 
night, just at dark, they came and Col, 
Breckinridge was in the front room with 
Miss Pollard until 11 o’clock. Col. Breckin- 
ridge knocked on the middle door for the 
woman to let him out when he was ready 


to 0. 

**He kissed her and bid her good- night, 
putting his arm around her.’’ 

Saturday night and Sunday night Col. 
Breckinridge had repeated his visits, each 
night Kissing Miss Pollard good-bye in the 
presence of the colored woman.“ Sunday 
night Col, Breckinridge had said that Miss 
Pollard Must get down to the depot early in 
the morning totake the rst train, and the 
witness had overheard him say that she was 
to meet Mr. Rhodes. 

DRESSED LIKE A SCHOOL-GIRL. 

Mr. Farrell asked the opinion of Sarah Goss 
as to tùe age of Miss Pollard at the time, a 
question objected to by the defense, ad- 
mitted by the Judge, an exception noted. 
and the answer given as follows: 

‘*She had dresses up to the tops of her 
shoes, a school- girl dress, and seemed to be 
a bout 17 or 18. Sometimes she wore her hair 
down her back in a platt. 

„Had Miss Pollard ever visited your house 
before the time she came with Col. Breckin- 
ridge?“ asked the attorney. 

e str.’ 

Had Col. Breckinridge ever visited there 
before?’’ 

This question raised a breeze. Attorney 
Shelby wason his feet instantly objecting, 
the spectators leaned forward eagerly while 
Sarah spoke up Clearly: ‘‘Yes slr. 

Judge Bradley sustained the objection and 
the question and answer were ordered 
stricken from the record. Col. Thompson 
offered the explanation that the witness said 
that Col. Breckinridge had visited her before 
to make arrangements for bringing Miss 
Pollard there, bat nevertheless the audience 
snickered over the answer. 

Did Miss Pollard ever come there with 
anyone but Col. Breckinriage?’’ asked the 
lawyer. 

No, sir, was the answer. 

The pair had visited her house about fifty 
times. Ayear ago last fall Col. Breckin- 
ere had come there, asking to bring Miss 
Follard again, but the witness refused, de- 
claring she was not taking people in aay 
longer, although Col. Breckinridge insisted 
that witness was the only woman Miss Pol- 
lard would trust herself with. 

WANTED MOUTHS KEPT CLOSED, 

Then the witness created a sensation by re- 
lating that Col. Breckinridge had visited her 
last summer after suit had been filed, had told 
her he hoped she would Nave nothing to do 
with the case, to which she had replied that 
she must tell the truth. Col. Breckinridge 
had inguired where Mary Scott and Mary 
Wilson were, saying that he wanted them 
kept gut ot the way. lie had also asked if 
Miss Pollard ever came tothe house with Col. 
Swope and witness had assured him that he 
was the only man Miss Pollard had ever met 
there,

A NUMBER OF OTHERS MORE OR LESS 
SEVERELY INJURED, 


The Scene of the Outrage Was the His- 
toric Edifice of the Church La Made~ 
leine—Great Consternation at Once 
Reigned All About the Suilding—The 
Dynamiter Literally Blown to Shreds 
—Portrait of Ravachol Found. 


PaRIs, March 15.—A dynamite outrage in- 
volving the death of the alleged Anarchist 
who threw the explosive was committed at 
about 2:45 o’clock this afternoon inside the 
chief entrance of the famous Church of La 
Madeleine, In addition to killing the 
bonib-thrower, a number of people who 
were in the vicinity at the time of the 
explosion were more or less severely in- 
jured. Full particulars were dificult to ob. 
tain, asa strong force of police took posses- 
sion of the church immediately, and definite 
information was withheld until the authori- 
tles completed their investigation of this 
latest outrage. 

At about the hour mentioned a loud ex- 
plosion was heard inside the church, and a 
crowd of people immediately issued from the 
place to the church and ina very short time 
the interior of the church and the Place de 
La Madeleine were in astate of great confu- 
sion and excitement. 

The people who were the frst to rush up 
the steps leading from the place to the main 
entrance of La Madeleine, succeeded in en- 
tering the buliding, and found it filled with 
smoke, and from the inside could be heard 
the shrieks and groans of apparently a 
number of wounded people. 

Near a small door on the right of the main 
entrance of the church the people who were 
first to enter found shattered human re- 
mains. For a time, owing to the smoke and 
excitement, the people who made this dis- 
covery did not dare to penetrate any 
further; but as the smoke cleared 
away and the people regained their presence 
of mind it was seen that the remains were 
those of a man who was so shattered by the 
explosion that his intestines and brains lay 
in all directions, while his blood was spat- 
tered overa large area; Upon the body of 
the man who had been biown to pleces were 
found a number of papers and a portrait of 
Ravachol, the executed Anarchist. ’ 

The people who were la the church at the 
time of the explosion were few in number, 
asthe hour was too early for the Lenten 
service, at which there was to be a sermon, 
and whieh was fixed forio’clock. But the 
few people in the church were so alarmed by 
the explosion that they set up a chorus of 


cries and groans which led everybody to be- 
lieve that the explosion had injured quite a 
number of them. 

W hen the smoke had entirely cleared away 
and examination was made of the premises 
it was seen that the bomb or infernal 
machine, which had apparently exploded 
prematurely while in possession of the 
Anarchist, bad done very little damage to 
the church. 

A strong force of police was soon on the 
scene of the explosion, and in a very brief 
es not only the Church of La Madeleine 

ut the whole Place de La Madeleine was in 
possession of the police authoritjes, and 
every person found in the neighborhood of 
the church was detained in custody until the 
police had satisfied themselves that they had 
no connection with the explosion. 

At the Lenten services,which were to have 
taken place this afternoon, a very large 
number of people would have been present 
and the police expressed the opinion that 
the dead man intended to explode his bomb 
in the midst of the erowd of worshipers. 

On all sides were heard expressions of the 
most flerce Indignation against the Anar- 
chists, and if the excited crowds bad been 
able to lay hands on an accomplice of the 
murderous Anarchist there is no doubt that 
he would have Deen torn limb from limb. 

The door by which the bomb-thrower must 
have entered the church, according to the 
police, was the cause of his death, and asa 
police office official expressed it, God's jus- 
tice was done.’’

A KITCHEN GARDEN. 


The Need for Green Food in Spring- 
How to Maks a Hot Bed. 


Aga general rule farmers do not appre- 
elate as they ought the blessings of a good 
vegetable garden. The latter furnishes a 
pleasing variety of food which is the best 
spring tonic, stimulating both health and 
palate at the time when ft is most needed. 

Many hard-working farmers will expead a 
large amount of time and money, on fleld 
crops, but grudge the little amount of labor 
required each day in the care ofthe garden. 
They generally say they woula rather buy 
vegetables than ralse them. But they for- 
get not merely the saving, but the abund- 
ance and freshness of the home-grown and 
lately picked article, 

As a mere matter of economy each farmer 
needs a vegetable garden to supply the 
family table, and so contribute to the gen- 
eral health and comfort. Any surplus that 
there may be can be reaally disposed of, and 
will usually bring far higher prices than the 
well-cared-for field crops. 

Ifthe farmer can guce be brought to re- 
alize this he will a admitthat the earlier 
he can sow the sener he will reap the 
benefit of early vegetabis. To do this in our 
Northern latitudes it ig necessary to start 
the plants in hot - beds. 

The word hot -· bed is a stumbling dlock to 
many farmers who bave read lengthy de- 
scriptions of the methods of making them: 
There is, however, no cause for alarm. The 
ordinary hot-bed is avery simple affair and 
can be readily made from the following de- 
scription: 

Select a dry, level spot witha southern or 
southeastern exposure and protected on the 
north, east and west either by buildings or 
by atight board fence. The frame forthe 
hotbed is generally made about six feet wide 
and any desired length. The lower part of 
the frame should be about sixteen inches 
high and the upper twenty-two, so that 
when the sashes are placed on they will pitch 
six inches in order to receive the sun's rays 
and throw of the rain. 

Old window sashes will answer admirably 
forthe hot-bed provided they are carefully 
fitted so that there are no cracks by which 
the air can penetrate. It must, however, be 
remembered tkat the plants will require alr- 
ing, andthe sashes must be so arranged that 
they may be readily raised or removed when 
desired, 

The heating material for the hot-bed 
should be horse dung fresh from the stable. 
Tothe manure haif the amount of forest 
leaves should be added, and the pile, after 
belong well mixed, should be allowed to rest 
for several days until the steaming shows 
that fermentation has taken place. The pile 
should be well trodden down, after which 
the frame and the sashes may be puton and 
Kept closed until the heat rises so that a 
thermometer plunged in the manure would 
indicate 100 deg. Ina few days the heat will 
subside, and when it reaches 90 deg. five or 
six inches of soll, composed of one-third 
well-rotted manure and two-thfrds good 
loam, should be added. 

The bed should be watered every other day 
to keep the soll damp, but not made so wet 
asto cause the seeds to rot. During the 
warm days the sash may be raised to admit 
the air, but should be closed up at night dur- 
ing the early spring. Mats or old pieces of 
carpeting covering the sash will prevent the 
chilling or freezing of plants. 

The matter of airing is a very important 
one. Ifthe plants grow too rapidly and ap- 
pear spindling, it is plain that the air is too 
warm in the frame and that more outside air 
should be admitted. The slower-growing 
plants are the more hardy. 

The amount of heat and air necessary for 
healthy growth can only be determined by 
experience. When the temperature rises 
above 76 deg. it is well to raise the sash a 
little—to what extent the wind and outside 
temperature must, of course, determine. Al- 
though there is no bright sunshine, but little 
air should be admit if there is a little cold 
wind, It calm, mild and sunny, more may 
be let in. 

As the season gets warmer it will be neces- 
sary to shade the glass during the hottest 
part of the day. Before transplanting the 
sash should be partially removed for a few 
days and then entirely taken away. This 
will §gradually harden the plants, so that 
when the temperature of the soll and season 
are suitable, they may be safely trans- 


ted. 
lle all vegetables do not require the 
same Kind of soll, — eneral f 
deep black loam, well drained 
sandy subsoil is the best. ‘ihe soil should d 
well pulverized and made friable. Barnyar 
mandre is generally considered the dest 
fertilizer. In locating a vegetable garden its 
exposure to morning san is desirable to give 
early maturity to the crops. 

he time of transplanting for each locality 
varies from so many circumstances that no 
fixed rule can be laid down. Latitude, eleva- 
tion above the sea siope of the land, drain- 
age, soll, etc., all have their inflaence. Wet 
land ie colder than oy on account of the 
— —— of water, hence a sandy loam 
can orked earlier than a clayey soll. The 
wise gardener will study his soll and learn to 
remember that spring ts the most change- 
a ands treacherous and 
not to attempt transplanting too early. 
When the time for transplanting has ar- 
rived the plants should be taken up carefully, 
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distilleries and corn factories

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can make his selection and give the hot - bed 
a fair trial. 

For the regular outdoor crops, the ground 
should be prepared forseeds as soon as it 18 
free from frost. If the ground is wet and 
cold wait until it untilthe weather is too hot 
or failure will follow. Early peas, radishes, 
beets, lettuce, asparagus, Brussels“sprouts, 
parsley, spinach, turnip, cauliflower, cab- 

age and potatoes are among the earliest 
vegetables to be sown in the open ground. 


LABOBED IN VAIN. 


The Germans Frefer Bye and Will Not 


Eat Corn Bread. 

In the forthcoming report of the statistician 
of the Department of Agriculture, the fallure 
of Col. Cornmeal Murphy’s efforts to teach 
Germans to eat cgrnmeal is reported. Mr. 
Mattes, who was sent abroad to ald the 
apostie of cornmeal, says: 

There have been effcrts made in the past 
by the Agricultural Department to teach the 
Germans howto bake and eat corn bread, 
The attempt to increase the consumption of 
maize by this method has been a failure and 
never will bea success. In spite of encour- 
aging reports sent tothe Department, thea 
fact remains that, although a natural short- 
age of other breadstuffs, famine or war may 
Increase the consumption of maize for 
bread,in all cases it will be only temporarily. 
The Germans do not eat hot bread, and the 
other ingredients necessary to make corn 
bread palatable are too expensive and not 
within the reach of the poorer classes, for 
whom the breadis mainly intended. Maize 
bread does not harmonize with the rest of the 
diet generally preferred by the Germans and 
to which they are accustomed. Rye bread 
will always bethe bread forthe majority of 
Germans, and bread made from the very 
choicest of wheat flouris demanded by the 
wealthy classes. 

Mr. Mattes shows, however, that its use in 
bas increased. 
He says: The distribution of pamphiets 
relative to the using of maize for brewing 
purposes has been the cause of many in- 
quiries, and many brewers have made prac- 
ticalexperiments with satisfactory results. 
The German method of brewing is 
different from the American, especial- 
ly 80 in the process of mash- 
ing; consequently it has been found ad- 
visable to induce the director of the 
Brewers’ School at Worms to make practical 
experiments with maize grits according to 
the German method of brewing. German 
brewers seem to have great confidence in the 
work of this school, the method of brewing 
taught béing that used by most brewers. 
This season barley and rice are cheap,almost 
cheaper than a good quality of maize grits, 
which explains in part why brewers will not 
make extensive experiments at this time.

psi Duties Conceal the Amount of 


Taxes Imposed on Imports as Related 
to the Value of the Artiole— The Ad 
Valorem System Makes It Plain— 
Dome Very Striking Illustrations of 
the Difference in the Two Plans of 
Tariff Taxation. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 15.—One of the 
features of the Wilson tariff bill is the substi- 
gution of ad valorem for specific duties, and 
this feature has met general opposition 
Among Republicans and protectionist Demo- 
rats. Senator Roger J. Mills of Texas, in 
Fesponse to the request of the Post -DiISsPaTCH 
Correspondent to give his reasons for advo- 
Sating ad valorem duties in imposing rates 
on imported articles, furnishes the corre- 
gpondent with the following statement over 
his own signature: 

There are two opposing ideas concerning 
tariff. One is that the principal object of 
the duty should Deto protect the domestic 
product against foreign competition. 

he other is that the duty should de laid 
for revenues and for that alone. 

Those who have advocated the protection 
theory have clung with tenacity to the spe- 
einc duty, or the duty on quantity, as yards, 
pounds, tons, dozens orother. The friends 
of the revenue policy have clung to the rate 
by values, or ad valorem as itis called. 
he ad valorem system informs every 
eitizen of the amount of tax imposed on each 
article; the specific system conceals it. 
Horses may be taxed $30 per head. If the 
borse was worth $300 it would be 10 percent 
and a reasonable tax. If the horse were 
worth $10 it would be 300 per cent and an un- 
reusonable tax, which would bring no rev: 
enue because such horses could not be im- 
ported, but it would protect the domestic 
faising of such stock. We have that tax 
now under existing law and it excludes cow- 
ponies and the Government loses the revenue 
it would get with a revenue duty. 

“The tax on the quantity (the specific 
article) conceals from the people the fact 
that it is 300 per cent on the value. These 
instances might be extended indefinitely. 

„„I will give one more instance. Pearl 
buttons are taxed 2% cents per line. Who 
knows what the tax is on this little necessary 
of life by this description? It is on all the 
clothing of all the children of the poor, The 
specific duty is over 143 per cent. 

‘Who would have had the effrontery to 
have written down in the tariff law a duty of 
143 per cent on pearl buttons? Protectionists 
rlingto the specific duty because it Is the 
most efficient instrument of exorbitant tax- 
ation, andfor the same reason Democrats 
Dp pose it. 

„Again it discriminates against the poor 
by charging higher rates on the cheaper 
articles that the poorer people must buy. A 
@uty of 50 cents on a yard of cloth worth $1 
will de 50 per cent; on the cloth worth 50 
pents per yard it would be 100 per cent, and 
pn a yard of cloth worth 25 cents per yard 200 
percent. Itis therefore an unequal and an 
unjust tax. This discrimination runs 
through the whole system from top to bot- 
tom. 

„Again, if specific quantities had the same 
value at the time of imposing the duty the 
burden grows heavier asthe years roil on, 
because the invention of machinery that 
multiplies production and lowers its cost, 
which is going steadily on, is increasing the 
tax all the while. 

„A tax of 25centsona yard of cloth that 
posts to-day $1 would be 2 percent. If the 
cloth falls to 50 cents per yard the tax rises 
to bo per cent, and ifthe cloth falls to 25 
pents per yard the duty rises to 100 per cent. 
Prices have been falling over sixty years, 
and toa considerable extent within the last 
thirty years, and nothing is better under- 
stood among protectionists than that falling 
pricés make rising duties for the benefit of 
the domestic producer. 

„Every one understands the ad valorem 
rate. All the taxes in all the States, counties 
and cities are ad valorem. 

„Al the commercial business of the world 
is carried on by value. Every purchase and 
gale of goods is by value, and it is the merest 
trifling with the common sense of the people 
tosay that duties cannot be honestly col- 
lected when imposed by ad valorem rates. 
In 1846, when the Democratic party struck 
boldly for tariff reform, President Polk urged 
ad valorem duties on Congress. Secretary 
Robert J. Walker pressed upon Congress the 
importance of abandoning specific duties, 
and making a tariff for a reyenue with ad 
valorem duties. The great tritt of 184 had 
not one specific duty in all its schedules. It 
brought such an excess of revenues to the 
Treasury that In 1857 another tariff had to be 
made still further reducing duties, and that 
like the tariff of 1846 was exclusively ad 
valorem.

RUINED BY FIRE. 


Destruction of the Famoeus Pickwick 
Club Building at New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 15.—The famous 
Pickwick Club building at the corner of 
Canal and Carondelet streets, one of the 
finest and best known places in the South, 
was practically ruined by fire to-day. 
It was a little after 7 o’clock 
when the smoke and flames 
were seen issuing from the rear of the build- 
ing. The bookkeeper, manager, porters 
and other employes were in the building 
at the time and they quickly gave the 
alarm. The fire Dells summored the 
department to the scene, but before the first 
engine had reached the corner of Canal and 
Gravier streets the fire had attained serious 
proportions anda general alarm was turned 
in. 

The flames quickly ran through the upper 
stories, finally burst through the roof and 
gutted the club- house before they were sub- 
dued. The department worked three 
hours before the fire was under control. 
and Canal street was packed and jammed 
with thousands of people who watcned the 
efforts to save the bullding. The loss will be 
$150,000. The fire is thought to have been 
caused by imperfectness in the electric 
motor in the kitchen, 

The club fronted on Canal and Carondelet 
amd was four stories high, with cupola and 
much exterior ornamentation. The two up- 
per floors were completely burned out, 
the second badly damaged and the 
first injured by both fire and 
water. On the top floor there was a kitchen 
and a large assembly-room; on the third a 
restaurant and private rooms; on the second 
floor the parlor, library, cafe and billiard- 
room and on the bottom floor a large restau- 
rant and the fioral establishment of R. 
Maitre, 

The building is ten years old and cost $130,- 
000. It had been elaborately furnished at a 
cost of $40,000. Loss on both buliding and 
furniture will be heavy. Many valuabie 
paintings and much fine statuary were saved. 
There was $34,000 of insurance on the 
furniture and $100,0000n the building. sur- 
rounding bDulldings were slightly damaged. 
The Pickwick is one of the oldest and most 
aristocratic clubs in the South.

PLAN or THE COXEY CRUSADE TO IM- 
PRESS MEMBERS OF CONGRESS, 


Proposed Demonstration to Demand an 
Appropriation of $500,000,000 to 
Build Public Highways and Give Work 
to the Unemployed—Route of March of 
the Unemployed. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 15.—National 
and District officials do not appear to be 
greatly flurried by the preparations which 
dispatches from Massillon, O., say J. 8. 
Coxey and Carli Brown, tue promoters 
of the common Weal,’’ are mak- 
ing for the contemplated march 
of an industrial army ok dalf 
a million men on this eity next May. But 
the indications now are that the army of 
‘*industrials’’ willstart for the capital on 
the 2th of this month. As mapped out by 
the leaders of the movement the line of 
march will de: N 

Start from Massillon at noon Sunday, 
March 25, to Reedurban, where the army will 
be organized as planned; camp near Canton 
Sunday evening, camp near Louisville, O., 
Monday night; Camp near Alliance, O., Tues- 
day, March 27; salem, O., March 28; Colum- 
biana, O. March 29; East Pales- 
tine, O., March 80; New Galilee, 
O., March 81; Beaver Falls, Pa., April 1; Se- 
wickley, Pa., April 2; Allegheny, Pa., April 3; 
Pittsburg, April 4; Whitehall, Pa., April 8; 
Findlay ville, Pa., April 6; Bentlyville, Pa., 
April 7; Brownsville, Pa., April 8; Union- 
town, Pa., April 9; Laurel Summit, Pa., 
April10; Somerfield, Pa., April 11; Grants, 
Md., April 12; Frostburg, Md., April 13; 
Cumberland, Md., April 14; the route to 
Hancock, Md., which will be reached April 
18, has not been decided upon yet; Williams- 
port, Md., April 19; Hagerstown, Md., April 
20; Boonsboro, Md., April 21; Frederick, Md., 
April 22; Ridgeville, Md., April 23; Damas- 
cus, Md., April 24; Atkinson's Post-office, 
Md., April 25; Loytonsvilie, Md., April 26;

It is not a part of Coxey’s plan to fill up his 
ranks with tramps or men out of work, but 
the idea ofthe demonstration seems from 
press dispatches to have taken a strong hold 
ofthis classin various parts of the coun- 
try, and from present indications the 
city of Massillon will have the 


most mixed assembly ever seen in the United 
States within her corporate borders before 
the date of the startto Washington arrives. 
On arriving here the industrial army expects 
to hold a meeting on the Capitol steps and 
thus impress upon Congress the urgent ne- 
cessity of issuing $500,000,000 worth of non- 
interest-bearing bonds, the money to be 
used in building public roadsand giving em- 
ployment to all who want it. 


THE GOOD ROADS BILL. 

Following is the bill which the Coxey co- 
horts will press Congress to pass and appro-

NON-INTEREST-BEARING BONDS. 
Following is the text of the Ooxey non-in- 
teresting-bearing bond bill before Congress: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress assembled: 

That whenever any State, Territory,county, town- 
ship, municipality, or incorporated town or village 
deem it necessary to make any publie improvements, 
they shall deposit with the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States a non-interest bearing twenty- 
five year bond, not to exceed one-half the assessed 
valuation of the property in said State, Territory 
county, township, municipality, or incorporated 
town or village, and said bond to be retirea at the 
rate of 4 per cert per annum. 

Whenever the foregeing section of this act has 
been complied with, it shall be mandatory upon the 
secretary of the Treasury of the United States to 
have engraved and printed, Treasury notes in the 
denominations of one, two, five, ten and twenty 
dollars each, whichshall be a full legal tender for 
alldebts, publie and private, to the faee value of 
said bond, and deliver to said State, Territory, 
county, township, manicipality, or incorporated 
town or Village, 99 per cent of said notes, and re- 
tain 1 per cent for expenseo! engraying and print- 


ing same. 
PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, 

The plan of organization and the formation 
of the procession to march on Washington 
was devised by Coxey’s chief Lieutenant, 
Carl Browne, who is to be Marshal of the 
line of march.

KNOWS WHAT A PRISON IS. 


Dan Coughlin Gives His Views en Refor- 
mation of Criminals, 


CHICAGO, March 15.—An afternoon paper 
prints an interview with Dan Coughlin, re- 
cently acquitted of complicity in the 
Cronin assassination, in Which the ex- 
detective and ex-convict gives his 
views on the reformation of criminals. As 
Coughlin has been a thief-taker of some 
celebrity and spent three years inside the 
walls of Joliet prison, his ideas on the sub- 
ject of reforming bad men should be 
of value. Tde way to inspire a man with 
a horror of the penitentiary and to keep him 
from doing anything that would send him 


back there would be to release him on parole 
at the end ofthe second or third month of 
his imprisonment,’’ said Coughlin. 

‘*lam satisfied from what I saw aue heard 
inthethree years I was in prison that not 
more than one manina hundred would ever 
violate the conditions of his parole. 
With the prospect of return 
to the nitentiary hangin Over him 
he would lead a model life and be a 
good citizen. I speak now only. of those of- 
fenders who are sent tothe penitentiary for 
the first time. The ‘old-timers,’ criminals 
who have served several terms, become 
hardened and the place has but little 
terrors for them. But to the man sent 
down for his first offense the prison is a 
hell on earth for the first few months, 1 
have seen men come in there with a smile of 
defiance on their Ups, laughing atthe idea 
of imprisonment for five years, and I have 
seen these same men within two months oa 
their knees prayingto the Almighty fo let 
them live to the end of their term, promising 
to be honest If they left the prison alive. 

The first couple of months a man spends 
in the penitentiary bring an awful experi- 
ence for him. The hard labor, the poor, in- 
sufficient food, the rigid discipline, the en- 
forced silence, the terrible feeling of 
slavery that selzes him drives the ordi- 
nary man to the verge of madness. 
There comes over him so wild a 
desire to escape from the physical and men- 
tal anguish he is enduring that he risks death 
sometimes in an effortto de free. Lf he has 
done wrong or committed a crime, repent- 
ance of the sincerest kind comes to him, and 
he pledges himself never any- 

to so terrible a 


thing that will consign bim 
tate. 

„But after a while this feelin ves Ww 
perfect indifference, and the oer tanie — 
reformation bas „ lsawas 
punishment for twenty days on eae and 
water. When he came out of the punish. 
ment cell he was a living skeleton, but he 
only laughed when he looked at himself, and 
safd: ‘I went up against that in pretty good 
shape, didn't 1?“ The time to young 
men just started in crime is when they are 
first sent to prison and ha ve not become

SENATORIAL REFORM FIRST. 

Some offset to the injury the people are 
receiving from the Senate’s treatment of 
the Wilson bill is found in the illustration 
it gives of the misrepresentative character 
of their Senate: under the present method 
of choosing its members. 

The clearest mandate the people ever 
sent to Washington was the demand for 
the abolition of the McKinley system of 
bounty taxation. It was declared a fraud 
anda robbery. The people's command 
laid two obligations upon their representa- 
tives—thorough reform and prompt re- 
form. 

The need of both of these results was 
imperative. The people were suffering 
from the plundering of plutocratic favor- 
ites. . They were impoverished and 
business had been brought to a standstill 
by iniquitous tax laws. The producing 
masses were in dire distress and their dis- 
tress was felt in every part of the common- 
wealth. 

The House of Representatives fairly met 
the demand of the people by passing with 
reasonable promptness a bill which em- 
bodied a long step in the direction of 
thorough reform. Although not a full 
satisfaction of its obligation, it was a part 
payment and a promise of full payment in 
time. The bill contained a measure of 
radical reform in substantial addition to 
the free list. 

But how does the Senate treat the popu- 
lar mandate? 

Instead of vigorously putting down rob- 
bery it dickers with the robbers. Instead 
of promptly relieving the people it dallies 
with the measure of relief. Instead of 
stopping corruption it favors it and per- 
mits Senators and lobbyists to profit 
by it without rebuke. At the 
instance of the enemies of the people the 
Senate Finance Committee submissively 
agrees to cut off the only part of the tariff 
reform bill which fally meets the demand 
With the certainty of pro- 
longing disastrous business paralysis the, 
Senate calmly permits the delay of legisla- 
tion by the opponents of reform. 

In one respect the British House of Lords 
is better than the American Senate. There 
is no pretense about it of popular repre- 
gentation. In our Benate we have the 
shadow of representation without its sub- 
stance. The veto of the popular will is 
made by men holding a claim. to be the 
representatives of the people. The abuse 
of this claim indicates that there must be 
ba radical reform of the Senate into a really 


representative body before there can be 


prompt and thorough reform in legisla- 
tion.

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DEMOORACY’S PERIL. 


The senatorial sugar scandal is one of 
the inevitable consequences of mixing 
private business with politics. It is a 
lesson in the art of government which. the 
people of this country would do well to 
heed. 

As soon as it is given out that the 
Government is prepared to aid private en- 
terprises with its money or its taxing 
power a struggle begins among those ex- 
pecting or desiring favors, for the control 
of legislation. Every conceivable kind of 
pressure is brought to bear to influence 
governmental policy and political parties, 
in the interest of this or that industry or 
business. The object of government which,

So far as the 
victims are concerned, it matters not what 
a robber is called.

COMMITTEEMEN VS. VOTERS. 

The local cuckoo organ has succeeded in 
obtaining the public indorsement of the 
snap Democratic Convention from nine 
members of the State Central Committee. 
This is a truly remarkable feat, in view of 
the fact that the date of the convention 
was fixed by the Central Committee. 

But this indorsement of the committee’s 
action by the members of the committee 
does not meet the objection to its 
action by the Democratic voters. 
The Democratic newspapers, with the 
exception of two or three cuckooized 
organs of the Administration and the cor- 
porations, are a unit in protesting against 
the snap convention. They area unitin 
denouncing any attempt to manipulate the 
convention in the interest of the Adminis- 
tration machine or the railroad corpora- 
tions. They assert that success in either 
of these objects would be fatal to the 
party. . 

The Democratic press voices the senti- 
ment of the Democratic voters. No one 
would be sorash asto assert that a body 
as thickly studded with corporation man- 
agers and attorneys and with political 
hangers-on and spoilsmen as the Central 
Committee represents the interests of the 
party. 

But if the Central Committee is satisfied 
with its own approval letit goahead. It 
may secure in this way the privilege of 
running an election without the aid of the 
voters.

Pakers and the Price of Bread. 


To the Editor of the Post- Diapatea: 
_Isee again in the paper about cheap flour 
and dear bread. It is stated that a barrel of 
flour costs from $3.15 to $8.50 and makes about 
800 loves of bread and sells ats cents a loaf. 


There is no baker in St. Louis or elsewhere 
who can make 300 loaves of a barrel of flour 
at present weight of bread. Five cents a loaf 
is the price when bought of the second dealer, 
or grocers. A barrel of flour makes only from 
230 to 240 loaves of bread, and sells at 842 cents 
u loaf, or seven loaves of bread for 25 cents, 

at the bakershop. 

Bakeries have been so far very charitable 
to the poor, but never brag about what they 
have done, and they have helped many poor 

people who have Calledattheir stores fora 
float of bread, and no one has been refused 60 
far. And yet you call this profit for bakers. 
There are large bakeries in St. Louis which 
sell bread even cheaper than small 
bakeries, and it is not right, either. Small 
bakeries pay so much for licenses and for 
running expenses, while grocers are free and 
make more profit on bread. It has been 
said before that grocers should havea spe- 
cialtax for selling bread or leave it to the 
bakeries, where it rightfully belongs. All 
those Arizona kickers have something to kick 
of of which they don’t know.

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WHERE IS MELLO? 


The W hereabouts of the Brazilian Admiral 
Unknown—A Short-Lived Repellien. 


WasuINGTON, D. O., March 14.—Omelals 
of ‘the state and Navy Departments belicye 
the Brazilian revolt ends with the surrender 
ofthe insurgent ships and fortsin Rio Bay 
end the flight of Da Gama to Portugal. The 
news of the surrender is confirmed by 
Gispatehes received from United States 
Minister Thompson. But no dispatches 
from Rio throw any light on the where- 


abouts of the first leader of the revolt. 
Admiral Custodio Jose de Mello, who with 
two first-elass battle ships, the Republica 
and Aquidaban, and over 1,000 sallors 
aboard, is somewhere onthe high sea flying 
the white flag of the revolution. Since Mello 
urned over the command of the rebel fleet 
in Rio Bay to Admiral Louis Phillip de Salda- 
anha da Gama early in December he has been 
enveloped in mystery. His flagship, the 
battieship Aquidaban, has fiitted in and out 
of Rio Bay upmindfui of the rain of shot and 
shell upon her matled sides and decks, but he 
seems to have been lost in the shuffle. 
An infernal machine sent to him Sept. 30, 
failed to ‘‘remove’’ him. The story, after he 
left the bay, that the wife and mother ofan 
ilitreated subaltern had killed him with 
poisoned wine was not confirmed,and the re- 
curring rumors of his having been carried off 
by tllness have never been verified, but his 
whereabouts are still unknown. On Oct. 7 
he gave President Peixoto forty-elght hours 
to leave Rio. Peixoto is still there and seem- 
ingly triumphbaht over his enemies. 
Miplio’s rebellion has lasted 188 days. On 
thenight of the 5th of last september there 
there was not a commanding or executive 
officer connected with the naval vesseis in the 
port at his post except the commander of the 
ace cruiser Marcilio Dias. Admirel de 
— boarded the Aquidaban a little before 
Hight and took possession of the ship 
apparently without meeting the slightest 
resistance. The Republica Trajano and 
Marcilio Dias were captured in the same 


manner. 

Barly onthe 6th insurgents landed at the 
Armacao Nictheroy and took possession of 
the naval depot at that place, from whicha 
large quantity of artillery, ammunition and 
supplies was removed to the ships. A lot of 
war material was also removed from Ilha 
Das Cobras, and the guns on the fortifica- 
tions were spiked. All the provisions and 
coal that could be found afloat were taken 
possession of, receipts being given in the 
name of Admiral de Melio.

WARD M’ALLISTER TBLLS WHAT FASH- 
ION IS AND CRITICISES IT. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

Quite a good deal of adverse criticism has 
been aroused of late, especially among 
artists and persons of discriminating taste, 
concerning the prevailing fashion of 
woman’s dress. It is objected, and inthis 1 
quite agree, that the fashions of the present 
day seem to have been designed with the 
sole purpose of taking away as muchas pos- 
sible from the height, and increasing pro- 
portionately the breadth. The result is that 
the naturally graceful contour of the female 
figure is completely distorted. 

A few years the fashions of the day caused 
women to look more or less like bean-poles.

Wew York, March 15.—Physicians of this 
ity are greatly interested in the case of 
Patrick Kelly, a patient atthe Presbyterian 
Hospital, who is afflicted with caisson 
_ @isease. Kelly is the twentieth patient to 
‘fall a victim to it among the men working in 
This tun-

Worse; 60, in seeking to relieve it, he stoops 
forward. Sothe disease is known as the 
Grecian bend,’’ for when

Gisfigured themselves by affecting that fash- 
fonable bend in walking. 
Te paralysis may be absolute or there may 
simply be a slight and transient paresis. The 
ysis is of sensation as well as of motion, 
tit does not bring relief to previously ex- 
isting pains. A man may suffer agony in his 
legs and yet be insensibie to the prick ofa 
— or to the contact of a hot iron. Then 
nere are symptoms due to the disturbance 
ot elrculation of blood in thg brain—head 
ache, giddiness, fainting, seeing double’’ 
and confusion of mind. In some cases there 
Ils extensive mottling ofthe skin. Thedura- 
tionof the case is not necessarily in proportion 
to its apparent severity. Cases marked by 
extreme pain may recover entirely ina few 
days, or even in a few hours, and a marked 
Gegree of paralysis may be of equally short 
g tion. The average time of twenty 
Patients in the Presbyterian Hospital—ex- 
cluding Kelly, who has been there since last 
July—is three days. Among these cases 
there were ten deaths. 
The hospital physicians conclude that the 
essential phenomena of the caisson disease 
depend upon the displacement of blood from 
the arteries and viens which are exposed to 
the direct action of the pressure to those 
which, from their situation, are protected 
from such direct action. For example, the 
blood vessels of the skin feel the pressure 
most directly and are emptied into the ves- 
sels in the interior of the body. Asa conse- 
quence, menare very pale while they are 
At work in the caisson. The fingers, being 
e ato the pressure on all sides, are 
emptied of biood and become white and shbriv- 
Sed, as if the skin were too large for them. 
By degrees the blood vessels lose their power 
to contract and dilateand soto regulate the 
pply of blood to the different parts, The 
Vessels become as passive as the water 
a pes in a house. The vessels of- the brain 

And spinal cord, having been the most per- 

fectiy protected from the direct pressure, wil! 

be the most distended and the most 

- helpless to relieve themselves. When the 

ressure is removed, the dlood in these over- 

istended vessels will almost stand still. Then 

ensues the changes in the tissue of the brain 
and spinal cord that produce paralysis. 

The ideal treatment of the disease when it 
appears after the workman has left the 
Oaisson and is breathing the free air again 1s 
to return him to compressed air. When the 
North River tunnel was being bullt a small, 
Gir-tight chamber was constructed, into 
which compressed air from the calsson 
could be conducted.

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JUSTICE SUTHERLAND’S TRIAL. 


Gravesend Political Corruptionist 
Found Guilty by the Jury. 


New Tonk, March 15.—The jury in the 
second trial of Justice Kenneth F. Suther- 
land, a co-werker of Boss McKane of Graves- 
end, charged with judical oppression of the 
Gaynor copyists who were sent to copy the 
Gravesend registry, returned a verdict yes- 
terday afternoon, finding defendant guilty. 

The result was a severe shock to the other 
indicted officials, and it is said that most of 
them will throw themselves on the mercy of 
the court by pleading guilty. 

Sutherland was not in court when the ver- 
dict was returned, us his custody has been 
only nominal and Justice Brown postponed 
the passing of sentence until Friday. The 
extreme penalty is one year in the peniten- 
tlary and a fine of $500. 

Jamison is the next 
one of the officials to go to trial.
